TO OPPOSE PANAMA ROUTE

Democrats and Many Republi¬
cans Will do so on Account
of Government's Course.

Representative W. W. Kitchin. of the
Fifth North Carolina District, will Intro¬
duce soon a bill, designed to ? ->curo the

repeal of the fourteenth and fifteenth
amendments to the Constitution. His bill
will provide for the submission to the
States of the question of repeal of. the
amendments.
He siald to-day that he had Inquired of

Senator Carmack. whether he Intended.
is reported, to Introduce a bill of. this
character, and the Tennessee senator In¬
formed him that he had abandoned the
dea. It Is reported that Senator Bacon,
of Georgia, purposes Introducing such a

bill nt the regular session.
While every Democrat and many Re¬

publicans believe the right of suffrage
should never have been bestowed upon
the negro, and. that It will eventually be
taken from him. there are few If any of
cither party who believe that a bill of
:he character proposed by Mr. Kitchin has
my chance of passage .it present. North-
;m Republican sentiment is still far from
being crystallized In favor of the dlsfran-
'hlsemcnt of the negro, and no better evi¬
dence of this fact ned be offered than the
.esolutlon Introduced by Representative
Crumpacker. of Indiana, yesterday, pro¬
viding for the appointment of a com¬
mittee to Investigate and report on the
dlsfranchlsement of negroes In Southern
ntates, with a view to learning whether
the congressional representation of those
'Untes should not be reduced In proportion
to the number of negroes from whom the
ballot hod been taken. The resolution Is
¦..xpected to have strong support, though
It Is not believed that It will get through
cither branch, certainly not through the
Senate.

TO RETIRE MORGAN.
I learn authoritatively to-day thnt, as

has been Intimated, Senator Morgan \s
to be retired by the Republicans for the
chairmanship of the Committee on Inter-
oceanic' Canals. He himself recognizes
the fact. He will probably be euccceded
by Senator Hanna. It may also be au¬
thoritatively stated that Mr. Morgan will
retire from the committee, èf he Is not
ngnln made chairman. He will take this
ictlon unless It be the wish of the Dem¬
ocrats that he remain. A prominent Dem¬
ocratic senator 6ald to-dny, that he
thought Mr. Morgan could he of as groat
use to the party if a fight be made on thd
ndoptlon of the Panama route, ns If he
were a member of the commr.tee.

Then kisses, hearty handshakes, eatery

eyes, a few little sobs that squeezed them-
relves out between feelings of Joy and
sorrow, and the Barnum & Bailey people
went their ways, after, having been to¬

gether for a long Urne, like a big family
of children at home for the holidays,
many to join hands again at the opening
of the next season, and many never to
see each other again.
More than {??,??? was turned loose yes¬

terday. It was pay day, as well as clos¬
ing day, and many of the performers
end other attaches of the show were glad
In two ways. Most of them were glad
to have their rest, and most were glad
to get their money, and In most cafes
the happy medium was reached and the
people were glad to have both money
and rest
The thousands of people who went out

to the show last night, and who laughed
nnd applauded, did not know what was

going on In the big dressing tent. They
were there to enjoy themselves, and just
so the actors entertained thorn, they
didn't caro what they did for themselves.

WERE PACKING UP.
But back In the dressing tent there was

gicnt commotion. Grips were being
packed, trunks strapped and tongues
were rattling. There was sorrow and
joy. Friendships that had been cemented
by time were being broken by separation,
some of them to remain broken, others
to grow closer'and closer.

Ing down tho bjg tent, and tho manage¬
ment of tho enterprise has got things
down to the finest system.

THE MILITIA.
I The annual report of Acting Adjutant-
General Hall, of the army, made public
to-day, contains the state.nent that tho
ft-ar In Virginia and other Southern
euites that the men enlisted In the State
national guards, which, under the new

national militia law. are made parts of
the regular army under special clrcum-
blances, has prevented enlistments during
the past year. Much of the report Is
devoted to tho militia In the various
States, and the Adjutant-General says
that In several of the States of the Sou.h
there Is great opposition to enlistments,
The report says:

I "In some clt.es of Virginia, Georgia and
Louisiana the newspapers have preju¬
diced the minds of the militiamen by
their distorted views. The fear is ex-

pressed in some Southern communities
that under the President's ordere white
national guardsmen might be compelled

I to serve under a colored commander, and
nill others believe that they aro State

? troops, and should not be ordered to
serve outside the State. All these dis-
oiders, however, are to be regarded as

j sporadic rather than contagious, and as

tho Intent of the law becomes better un- I
aerstood, with some further legislation,
perhaps, It Is believed that all opposition
will be confined to such irreconcilable
elements as are not to be satisfied with
anything less than the abolition of all
agencies that make for the preservation
oí law and order."
The report also mentions Virginia as

one of the States in which the labor
unions are opposing the enllstmont of
members In the national guard.
The report says that nearly ten per

cent, of the entire enlisted strength of
the army deserted during the past year.
The present strength of the army Is 55,000
enl.fted men, and there were 6,031 who
deserted In the past twelve months.
